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ONE MILLION KENYANS RESPOND TO DRAFT CONSTITUTION 

More than one million Kenyans have submitted suggestions to Kenya's draft 
Constitution, the Kenyan Committee of Experts has announced. The draft Constitution 
was completed in November and received wide support nationally and internationally. 
U-S. Secretary of State Hillary Clinton called it "a major milestone." 

The Kenyan people were given 30 days to submit changes of their own, a process which 
they did by mail, online, text messages and in person. The Committee now has 21 days 
to incorporate the opinions of the public into the final draft. 

"No view from any segment of the Kenyan society will be given preferential treatment," 
said Committee of Experts Chairman Nzamba Kitonga. "The Committee will not be 
swayed or influenced by any extraneous factors other than the mandate conferred upon 
it by the statute in place." 

Following the 21-day period, the Committee of Experts will send their updated draft to 
the Parliament Select Committee for its review. The Constitution will then be sent back 
to the Experts for revisions based on Parliament's suggestions. Upon this last 
adjustment, Parliament will hold a vote on whether to establish the Constitution as law. 
Attempts to provide a new constitution for Kenya go back more than two decades but 
took on added urgency following the post-election violence in 2008.
